Homeowners Insurance Cancellation Law, SB 800, sponsored by Sea J. B. Banks and 
signed into law by Gov. Toaadale earlier this month. The law, which goes into effect 
Sept. M, contains provisions aimed at eliminating the practice known as "redlining”

Sullivan said that some of these companies may 
charge premiums that compare favorably with those shown in the guide. 
The Commission's vice chairman, Jerry B. Buxton, Missouri Director of Insurance, 
and his staff provided technical assistance to the Commission and in the compilation of 
the report.

CHARLESTON — Jimmy "James 
Morgan” Tatum, 19 of Anniston apparently 
hung himself Sunday in a cell at the 
Mississippi County Jail «here he was being 
held on a first-degree murder charge In the 
July 14 stabbing death of Mrs. Mary Helen 
Finley, 44, of rural Charleston. 
Coroner Elgin McMikle said It appeared 
Tatum’s death was suicide, but an official 
ruling will be made following an inquest, 
which has been set for l p.m. Thursday in 
the Circuit Court room.

Tatum’s body was discovered about 5 
p.m. Sunday by a Jail trusty, Tyrone Price, 
80. Price, who had been talking with Tatum 
earlier, had left the cell area, but returned 
and found the body within a short time 
following Tatum’s death, according to a 
sheriffs department spokesman. 


According the coroner, Tatum died of 
strangulation after a sheet from his bunk 
had been rolled up tightly and placed 
around an overhead water pipe near the 
ceiling of his cell. The sheet had been 
knotted around foe neck of the victim, who 
then apparently had stepped from a height 
of about 12 inches off the bunk. 
Tatum had only been returned to the Jail 
Wednesday from the maximum 
security 
Fulton State Hospital where he had been 
declared competent to stand trial, following 
psychiatric examinations. 
Tatum’s death was the second by hanging 
within a month at the county Jail. An

One of 
the letters was addressed to Tatum’s 
girlfriend, identified as LaVonda Aber­ 
nathy. The sheriff's spokesman said he did 
not know to whom the other letter was 
addressed. 
Efforts were unsuccessful this morning to 
contact Sheriff Norris Grissom, who 
reportedly was out of town.

If "Banks are not the personal toys of 
H bankers — at least they are not supposed to 
¡gbe,” Chairman Fernand St Germain said. 
■ "While I do not want to prejudge, the 
evidence I have seen to date leads me to 
believe that Bert Lance, his family and 
friends regarded the Calhoun First National 
Bank as their playpen — to be used as they 
pleased.” 
A statement by St Germain, a Rhode 
Island Democrat, came as President Carter 
resisted efforts by two key senators to get 
Lance to resign. 
Sens. Abraham A. Ribicoff, D+Conn. and 
Charles H. Percy, R+Ill., told Carter 
Monday that they think Lance should step 
down white Congress investigates what they 
called serious new allegations of illegality. 
Ribicoff and Percy are ranking members of 
the Senate Governmental Affairs Com­ 
mittee, which confirmed Lance and which is 
investigating his affairs further this week.

James R. Schlesinger, our first energy secretary, 
went to Denver on his first big outing and spoke to the 
National Convention of the American Legion. 
By the time he spoke, the graying, conservative 
Legionnaires had passed five resolutions generally 
supporting President Carter's energy program. 
So his task was not to rally their support. It was to sell a 
message few wanted to hear: We have a crisis without a 
shortage, a profound national challenge without a Pearl 
Harbor to mark it off. 
The energy cirsis is like some Biblocal tragedy. 
Everyone knows that disaster lurks just outside the city 
walls but they do not want to hear the words of the 
prophets for they are caught up in the pleasures of the 
moment, swept by the music they want to hear. 
And thus, the hardest job in American government 
today has fallen on the shoulders of James Schlesinger. 
Ife must change our habits of living. 
The love of physical gratification, materialism, ef­ 
fortless living — these are not new to America or to 
democracies. Alexis de Tocqueville wrote about them 
more than 130years ago in “Democracy in America.” 
I In this classic book he wrote of “the special taste that 
ihen of democratic times entertain for physical en­ 
joyments” and listed their wants : “ to add a few yards 
of land to your field, to plant an orchard, to enlarge a 
({welling, to be always making life more comfortable and 
convenient, to a avoid trouble and to satisfy the smallest 
grants without effort and almost without cost. These are 
Cmall objects, but the soul clings to them.” 
f Our careless use of energy has served the ends 
Tocqueville described Schlesinger’s job is to ease us into 
Substitutes in a world running short of gas and oil. 
I Perhaps he is the right man for this evangelism. He is 
i stern-looking, religious, very private man — old for his 
mere 48 years, often blunt, deeply serious. Some think 
lim the ultimate symbol of status quo in Washington, 
p it he is not that at all. 
; Schlesinger instead is perhaps the best of the 
bureaucratic world. He moves with skiU, force and 
Retailed knowledge within the framework for action 
given him by the politicians in charge. 
t Listen to his tense, short, commanding sentences in his 
ipeech to the Legion convention in Denver: 
4 “Legionnaires: 
4 “Today our nation faces a troublesome passage — 
requiring dramatic changes in our sources of energy. It 
is a passage both difficult and potentially perilous. 
Nonetheless, it is one through which—with foresight and 
with dedication — we can triumphantly come. The 
President of the United States has sounded a clarion call 
— of warning and challenge. To that summons Legion­ 
naires along with other Americans will respond... 
‘The President has called for sacrifice, but the 
sacrifice for which he calls is less of a material nature 
than of a change in attitudes and assumptions — of all 
sacrifices the hardest for men to make. We shall have to 
give up our careless. Spendthrift ways in energy use.” 
Horace Knowles, a veteran of Washington’s ghost 
army of speechwriters, once said a speech should be an 
act of leadership. That seems to have been what 
Schlesinger had in mind. 
It will take the best he has to offer. It’s the hardest 
battle in government.

4 ENVIRONMENTAL GOOD NEWS 
Mother Nature is apparently tougher and more 
resilient than we think, at least as far as oil spills are 
concerned. 
A study by Massachusetts Institute of Technology has 
found that the fragile ecologies of coastal areas can 
survive and, given enough time, recover from the effects 
of this kind of pollution. 
There have never been more massive oil spills than 
occurred during World War II. In the first six months of 
1942 alone, tankers sunk by German U-boats dumped 
more than 3.4 million barrels of oil and gasoline off the 
Atlantic coast. 
This is five times more oil than was involved in 
history’s worst single spill, the Torrey Canyon diaster off 
England in 1967, and 20 times the cargo carried by the 
Argo Merchant, which broke up off Massachusetts last 
December. 
The MIT study, which was funded by a grant from the 
National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration, 
focused on two areas hit by the wartime spills: Ocracoke 
Island, N.C., where more than 160,000 barrels came 
ashore, and northern New Jersey coast waters, which 
were sheared with 264,000 barrels. 
The researchers found that in both cases, “regional 
wildlife and economy (fishing) survived with minimal 
difficulty.” 
This is immensely encouraging, but no cause for 
complacency. What it really means is that the only 
reason we did not long ago damage vast stretches of the 
world’s coastlines beyond repair is because of human 
wisdom but thanks to sheer dumb luck. 
There are limits to the environment's capacity to 
absorb and rebound from human abuse. If we have 
fortunately not exceeded them in the case of oil spills, we 
may be pressing dangerously close in other areas.

A number of readers have 
taken us to task for identifying 
poverty and race as ex­ 
planations for the looting during 
the blackout. They suggest that 
blacks and Hispanics are slow to 
take the route of hard work but 
quick to take the route of 
welfare, crime — and now 
looting. These readers ask, as 
did many during the urban riots 
of the 1960s what might be called 
the “my grandfather" question: 
“My grandfather pushed a 
pushcart all over the Lower 
East Side to earn enough to feed 
and raise his family. He worked 
to make it. Why can't they?" 
There are some quick answers 
to the question A lot of gran­ 
dfathers, with or without push­ 
carts. did not make it; the scions 
of success do not speak for them. 
Conversely, increasing numbers 
of blacks and Hispanics have 
turned sweat and skill into 
accomplishment. 
Another kind of answer ap­ 
peared in an Op-Ed Page essay 
about the kosher beef riot of 
1902. It recalled that grand­ 
father’s contemporaries weren’t 
always such socially docile 
paragons of law and order. Nor 


I were the poor Irish immigrants 
who took to the streets during 
the New York City draft riots of 
18», who also were reviled as 
“animals”. Still this answer — 
which comes down to “you're 
another” —does not, finally, 
deal with the pushcart or with 
successful grandfathers. 
Today’s poor face an enor­ 
mous economic obstacle that did 
not bulk so large in the lives of 
yesterday’s poor. Consider the 
immigrants of 1870 or 19». They 
had few skills and lacked urban 
ways — but found a land thir­ 
sting for unskilled labor, 
whether to work farms or to 
build a railroad. The economy 
did not need sophistication. It 
needed than. They may have 
chafed at being called Hunkies 
or Papists, but there were jobs. 
Now, what of the urban 
newcomers in our time? Instead 
of jobs building railroads, they 
are lucky still to be among the 
dwindling number of workers 
who operate them. Warehouses, 
with platoons of laborers, have 
given way to suburgan in­ 
dustrial parks, which rely not on 
brawn but on the fork-lift truck. 
As for municipal jobs, they are 
largely unavailable; the old 
migrants are ^till in them. 
Minorities’ access to many other 
jobs has long been blocked by 
employer 
or 
union 
discrimination that has been so 
pervasive that even now we are 
still arguing about the con­ 
tinuing effects of Jim Crow 
seniority systems. 
So far, these are familiar 
points; they were set out, for 
example, in the Kerner Com­ 
mission report on riots in 1968. 
Now, another answer has 
become increasingly clear in the 
years since that report. Why 
can't they work to make it? In 
fact, many of them are doing 
exactly that. As discriminatory 
laws and practices have fallen, 
minority opportunity has risen 
— and minorities have taken 
advantage of it. 


Many 
younger 
minority 
families have achieved ap­ 
proximate equality with their 
white counterparts, though they 
probably have to work harder to 
reach that level. The statistics of 
the last decade leave little doubt 
that millions more would, if 
given the education and op­ 
portunity. follow them up the 
same ladder that so many 
Americans before them have 
climbed. What they need, in a 
period of astronomic unem­ 
ployment among minorities, is 
not obsolete 
homilies a 
bout someone else* grand­ 
father. but jobs.

WASHINGTON - In one 
of the most dramatic epi­ 
sodes of the Korean inves­ 
tigation, the demure, pet­ 
ite Korean beauty, Suzi 
Park Thomson, suddenly 
turned the tables on her 
congressional accusers be­ 
hind closed doors last 
month. 
She sweetly refused to 
answer questions about 
Her airegBQ rote in in* 
fluencing 
congressmen.

Did she know Korean 
influence peddler Tongsun 
Park? Had she knowledge 
of any Korean payments to 
members of Congress? 
'Yes/ she had met Park 
'several years ago/ she 
said. But she refused to 
elaborate, or to discuss 
whether she knew about 
the payoffs. 
The 
congresswoman 


pressed until Thomson, 
like a fragile Korean doll 
suddenly come to life, pro­ 
tested plaintively. They 
were worried about other 
people’s reputations on 
Capitol Hill, she pouted;

lettuce, radishes, Brussels 
Sprouts,

pumpkins. 
A good fall crop of lettuce can

be planted at this time to keep 
your vegetable bin full for this 
winter. Plant the same cool- 
weather varieties as in the 
spring such as the Black Seeded 
Simpson, 
Buttercranch, 
and 
Ruby. 


A crop of radishes sown in the 
beginning of the month is 
usually ready for harvest by the 
first of October. Gardeners 
should resist sowing ratfish« to 
thick. One to two seeds to every 
inch is better than thick sowing. 
For those who like Brussels 
Sprouts leave most of the 
sprouts on the plant through the 
fall breezes harvesting them 
until the ground frees«. That’s 
when they’re sweeter. 
The collard harv«t can last 
for months because only some of 
the tender half-grown leav« 
should be picked at any one 


time. As long as the central bud 
at the tip of the plant’s stem is 
not damaged during picking,« 
this is the source of the plant’s 
new l«ves, then you should 
feast on these greens for weeks. 


Like coliards, Kale is best 
after it’s been through a free«. 
So pick only some of the l« v « 
from the midsummer crop and 
let the others experience “the 
fre«e”.

It’s Jack-O-Lantern time 
when a pumpkin’s skin is tough, 
hard and completely orange.

Pumpkins should be I 
stored in a dry place at 50-55 
degrees A tip to prevent insect 
damage on the underside while 
in the garden is putting a piece [ 
of tile or shingle undermath.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - The 
television evangelist who spoke 
at Elvis Presley's funeral said 
he and die singer wept and 
prayed together at a Las Vegas 
hotel and Elvis said, “Christ is 
gonna come real soon, isn't 
he?" 
The Rev. Rex Hum bard, who 
preaches to millions of TV 
viewers around the world, said 
in an interview Monday that he 
was summoned by Presley last 
December, Just before Christ* 
mas. 
The Rev. Mr. Humbard said 
he and his wife went to the 
rock 'n' roll star’s dressing 
room at the Las Vegas Hilton 
Hotel. He said Presley greeted 
them with words of praise for 
the TV show, saying he was an 
avid viewer. 


“Then, he sort of paused, 
staring off into space,’’ the 
Rev. Mr. Humbard recalled. 
“Suddenly, he turned around 
and motioned us to follow him. 
We went into a very small 
room, like a closet, and he 
pulled the door. 


“For 30 minutes,” said the 
Rev. Mr. Humbard, “Elvis 
talked of nothing but the Scrip­ 
tures. He quoted the Old Testa­ 
ment of the Bible. 
“He said, ’Christ is gonna 
come real soon, isn’t he?”’ die 
Rev. Mr. Humbard recalled.

But now “The Elk” believes 
she’s set.

Benton guilty of murder 


BLOOMFIELD - A Stoddard 
County Circuit Court late 
Thuraday 
found Arthur D. 
Benton Jr. of Cape Girardeau 
guilty of second-degree murder 
in the shooting of his wife, 
Linda, 
and 
imposed^ the 
minimum sentence of 10 year* in 
prison. 
The jury of six men and six 
women returned the verdict at 
11:45 p.m., following two and 
one-half houra of deliberation. 
Benton was charged with 
capital murder, but Judge Flake 


McHaney disallowed a capital 
murder instruction to be sub­ 
mitted to the jury, ruling there 
was insufficient evidence to 
warrant submission. 
The capital murder statute 
under which Benton was 
charged has been ruled un­ 
constitutional and has been 
replaced with a new death law 
which went into effect after the 
May 1 shooting of Mrs. Benton in 
Cape Girardeau. The old capital 
murder law contained a man­ 
datory death penalty. 


The jury could have found 
Benton guilty of manslaughter 
or could have returned a verdict 
of excusible homicide, which 
would have been an acquittal. 
The penalty range for second- 
degree murder is from 10 years 
to life imprisonment.

CHAFFEE — Last year’s defending champions 
in the Southern Division were the Red Devils of 
Chaffee. To repeat this feat may be difficult, 
according to head coach Charlie Vickery. 
“We’ve got a lot of young boys, especially on 
defense. They need to get a couple of games 
under their belts.’’ Unfortunately, the first four 
games the Devils play leave little room for the 
learning process. 
With defense as your problem, facing the high- 
powered offense of Dexter will be no picnic. 
“We’ve got a testand-a half coming Friday,” 
said Coach Vickery in anticipation of the Dexter 
game. 
Vickery might have a defensive problem, but 
the offense just might make up for the loss of 
eight defensive starters, Brian Glastetter in 
particular. Returning to the backfield will be the 
leading passer in the Southern Division, Randy 
Horrell. He passed for 848 yards with 17 touch­ 
down tosses His halfback will be Roger Little, 
who was the second leading rusher in the South 
with 925 yards for the season. (Horrell and Little 
are both juniors in case you are already looking 
to next year.) Bruising Keith Estes will be the 
220 pound fullback who finished last year among 
top ten rushers, with 466 yards. 
Youth and inexperience take over once again, 
when you talk about the rest of the Chaffee line­ 


up. Tony Dalton is the only 
returner from the 
offensive or defensive line. The 255 pound junior 
will play both sides of the line and will be flanked 
by underclassmen. 
Even though the lines will be green, they will 
be big. The offensive line will average nearly 200 
pounds and the defensive front wall will be 
immense at a 215 pounds average. 
The Red Devils will employ a multiple set 
offense to take advantage of the multiple talents 
of their backfield. With regards to defense, 5-2 
will be the usual set. 
Only four youngsters on the Chaffee team will 
be graduating in 1978. That bothers Coach 
Vickery and about the problem he said, “My 
main concern is a lack of leadership with only 
four seniors.” Another concern are three tough 
teams that Vickery said might finish above his 
young club His list of possible top teams in the 
league included Portageville, Illmo-Scott City, 
Caruthersville. and Chaffee. (Not necessarily in 
that order.) 
Vickery feels that as his young men mature, 
“They’ll be able to compete with anybody in the 
Southern Division.” As stated before, the test 
will come early as they face Dexter. After 
Dexter, the 
Devils will play South Pemiscot 
and then tackle conference powerhouses back-to- 
back in the form of Portageville and Illmo-Scott 
City. These last two games will probably go a 
long way towards determining the Southern 
champion.

The first stage was ignited less than two minutes later, and 
shortly afterward the 1,820-pound spacecraft entered orbit at 
32,481 miles per hour. 
Hie twin robot probes are beginning a 675-million-mile scien­ 
tific journey to study Jupiter and Saturn before speeding beyond 
foe Milky Way with messages for other possible civilizations 
Although it was sent up second, Voyager 1 is scheduled to reach 
Jupiter in March 1979 — about four months before Voyager 2, 
which was launched Aug. 20. Voyager 1 will overtake its twin 
because it is flying a more direct route.

Acne at 28

DEAR DR. LAMB - 1 have 
a problem with my complex­ 
ion but I am not an adolescent. 
I'm 28 and have three 
children. 
The problem started about 
nine months ago after I had 
my third child. My husband 
had a vasectomy then. Until 
my pregnancy I had taken 
birth control pills. 
My own doctor diagnosed it 
as acne and prescribed an an­ 
tibiotic. After the pills ran out 
the problem resumed. I have 
two refills left but the cost is 
high. My face also itches. 
I have a friend in the same 
boat. Her difficulty started 
also after her husband’s 
vasectomy and the end of her 
birth control pills. 
DEAR READER — Does a 
husband’s vasectomy cause a 
wife to have acne? Yes. Well, 
indirectly. 
Acne in women is related to 
the balance between the two 
female hormones, estrogen 
and progesterone. Women who 
have a little more estrogen 
are less likely to have acne. 
Your birth control pills con­ 
tained enough estrogen to help 
prevent the acne. After your 
husband’s vasectomy when 
you no longer needed the birth 
control pills your estrogen 
levels were lower and acne 
cropped out. 
Some antibiotics help pre­ 
vent acne because they 
eliminate small bacteria 
within the skin pore that acts 
on the fatty sebum to make it 
irritating to the skin. I am 
sending you the Health Letter 
number 8-2, Acne Can Be 
Treated. Others who want this 
issue can send 50 cents with a 
long, stamped, self-addressed 
envelope for it to P.O. Box 
1551, Radio City Station, New 
York, N.Y., 10019. Follow the 
information in it and it will 
help you control the problem. 
DEAR DR. LAMB - Our 
daughter who is middle-aged 
has the habit of flipping the 
nipple of her breast between 
her thumb and forefinger. 
Sometimes one, then the 


other. She does this whether 
she is dressed or in her loung­ 
ing clothes. 
She has normal sited 
breasts, perhaps a little 
smaller than usual. 
Her father says she gets 
some sex reaction. I've check­ 
ed the books and magaxine ar- 
tides she reads and the 
m aterial is never sexy 
material. She does this when 
she reads, also other times 
too. 
Is this apt to cause cancer of 
the breast? Will it cause the 
breasts to increase in sise? Is 
it dangerous? She is the 
mother of two grown children. 
DEAR READER - Your 
letter proves that a woman 
may have grown children of 
her own but she is still her 
parents’ "little girl," which 
has its good and not so good 
points. 
Her habit will not cause 
cancer. Physical injury to the 
breast is not a cause of breast 
cancer at all. It is not likely to 
enlarge the breast either. If it 
did I would guess from a 
number of letters I receive 
that a large number of women 
would be doing the same 
thing. And there is no reason 
to think it will cause her any 
harm in any way — other than 
any social embarrassment she 
might feel if she does it in 
public and it is noticed or she 
suddenly realises she is doing 
it. 
The nipples do respond to 
sexual stimulation and they 
are one of the erogenous 
zones. The nipples even con­ 
tain erectile tissue. Most like­ 
ly this is an unconscious ner­ 
vous habit your daughter has 
developed and may have no 
more significance than that. 
Why don’t you ask her about 
it? She may be totally un-» 
aware that she is doing it.

Everyone gains

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — Something very unexpected oc­ 
curred at the University of Illinois after the installation of 
"curb cuts," those sidewalk "ramps" in the form of inden­ 
tations at corners which make the walkway level with the 
street. 
The curb cuts were constructed specifically to allow disabl­ 
ed students in wheelchairs to cross the street without difficul­ 
ty or assistance, but the non-handicapped had some very 
different ideas of their own about the utility of the innovation. 
Timothy J. Nugent, Director of Rehabilitation Education at 
the university, made an informal survey and found that 
bicyclists thought the curb cuts were designed to allow them 
to cross streets without dismounting, while parents of infants 
were equally sure the indentations were to facilitate their 
travel with baby carriages. 
The university maintenance crews were convinced that the 
improvement was designed to expedite their movement of 
heavy equipment, while joggers thought it was to make it easy 
for them to traverse the campus without breaking stride. 
That story is frequently told by handicapped people who 
point to its obvious message: Whatever makes the world more 
functionable for the disabled invariably improves it for 
everyone else too. 
The Illinois success story is being applied specifically these 
days to a dramatic innovation which will allow handicapped 
people to gain access for the first time to intra-city commuter 
buses. 
It is a totally new design called Transbus, approved only 
recently by Brock Adams, secretary of the Department of 
Transportation (DOT). Adams has the power to make his 
choice stick because the Urban Mass Transportation Ad­ 
ministration, a component of DOT, provides 80 per cent of the 
purchase price of the thousands of new buses purchased an­ 
nually in cities across the country. 
For the disabled, the key features of the Transbus are its 
low floor, wide door and a retractable ramp, all designed 
specifically to allow wheelchair-bound people to use the bus to 
travel to jobs, stores, doctors and elsewhere. 
But there are numerous other beneficiaries as well, begin­ 
ning with the more than 22.6 million people who are 66 years of 
age or older. Almost 7 million of the elderly have infirmities 
which either preclude them from riding the current high-floor 
bus or make it dangerous for them to negotiate the steep 
steps. 
In addition, a study conducted last year for DOT predicted 
that the technical and aesthetic improvements should in­ 
crease ridership 10 per cent, not counting the handicapped or 
elderly. 
The wide door is designed for wheelchairs, but it also will 
allow boarding time to be halved, thus reducing total trip time 
by 10 per cent, according to the study. 
Ride quality should approach that of passenger cars, with 
noise and vibration reduced 70 per cent from the current 
levels. Accidents should be cut by about 25 per cent. 
Despite the universal applicability of those projected im­ 
provements, the campaign to bring the Transbus from an ex­ 
perimental program to the pre-production stage was waged 
almost exclusively by a coalition of organizations represen­ 
ting the handicapped and disabled. 
Providing them with invaluable technical and legal 
assistance were groups such as the .Center for Concerned 
Engineering, founded by Ralph Nader andheadetfbyReifTX 
Hotchkiss; and the Public Interest Law Center of 
Philadelphia, funded by the state of Pennsylvania and the Max 
and Anna Levinson Foundation. 
Because the country’s three manufacturers of buses need 
time to develop and tool up for the new vehicle, Adams' deci­ 
sion will be applicable only to those buses ordered after 
B 
tember 1979 and the first vehicles probably won’t be 
vered until early 1981. 
But Adams says that "if one manufacturer substantially 
boats the effective date of the mandate," he will consider 
authorising all purchases only from that company "to got the 
Trajybus onto the streets as soon as it is available."

A trend to smaller rooms em­ 
phasizes the need for a style of 
living that limits objects we 
might think are indispensable.

"With limited space, we do 
not have room for a ton of dish­ 
es. Cookware and dishes should 
have multi uses," she ex­ 
plained, in discussing a line 
that "takes you from breakfast 
to midnight." 
She has eliminated clutter by 
introducing cookware and ta­ 
bleware at the irreducible min­ 
imum for busy working people 
and gourmet cooks. There are 
20 pieces in the stoneware din- 
nerware collection and seven 
porcelain on steel cookware 
pieces, which can go from 
freezer to oven to table. 
Cups with rims instead of 
handles may be grasped easily 
when you want to drink, and 
may be used also for flowers, 
sugar, juice, mustard. Lunch 
plates are rounded off so that 
"you can break an egg in the 
plate if you wish, and they can 
be used as trivets." A com­ 
bination tray-platter or center­ 
piece may be used in the oven 
or on top of the stove. There 
are large mugs with handles 
for soup. 
Ovenpots become casseroles 
or ice buckets or may be used 
for flower containers, and even 
lids are designed for multi use 
as vegetable dishes, salad serv­ 
ice, and for broiling a steak or 
grilling potatoes. 
Such tableware can be fash­ 
ionable as well as functional, so 
there is a classic look about the 
white, blue or sienna ware, 
sort of Oriental simplicity. Her 
design inspiration often comes 
from the Far East. In fact, it 
helped launch her business, 
China Seas. 
"We were the first to design 
and import batik for yard 
goods," she said. Later, the 
group—she and her associate 
designers—was into screen 
prints and wallcoverings for the 
trade, and there are designs on 
sheets, towels and comforters. 
She likes to work with sheets 
because “you can have good 
design at limited prices." 
She does not work exclusively 
with designs of the Orient. The 
group has done about 40 de­ 
signs — dresses, neckties, um­ 
brellas and the like — for the 
garment center. 
Born in Norway, Mrs. Elliott j 
trained as a historian, but be­ 
came well known as a photog­ 
rapher. Her photographs are in 
the permanent collection of the 
Museum of Modern Art. She 
has also written children's 
books. Her husband, Osborn El­ 
liott, formerly of Newsweek, is 
Deputy Mayor of New York 
City. They have eight children 
— his, hers and theirs. 
"That’s one reason I decided 
our lifestyle must be simplified 
and how I got my idea for the 
dinnerware that I designed 
During one two-week period we 
had 12 people at every meal 
our country house," she said. 
Such eating problems were 
solved "by putting everybody 
on his own to cook breakfast 
and lunch, and making each 
person responsible for some 
facet of evening meal prepara­ 
tion.”

Medical studies 
have shown that such a diet may 
lead to atherosclerosis and its 
disasterous health problems 
Modifying the family diet can 
be easy.
